of the Mattapoisett Historical Society, now in its 55th year 
of service to the community. 

On September 29, the Society held its 55th 
annual meeting during which Seth Mendell gave his final 
president's report. The Mendells are retiring to Florida, 
but will be returning in the summer months staying in 
connection to family, friends, and the Society Mendell 
gave a retrospective of the Society and his time as a 
member beginning in 1991. He has been the president 
since 1996. During his long tenure he noted the following 
achievements: 

The Christian Church trustees coordinated the use 
of the church with the Society's Board of Directors to store 
and display historic pieces from not only Mattapoisett but 
the surrounding area. Then, in 1968, the carriage house 
was built by the Historical Society and contains many 
of the larger exhibits that the society has acquired over 
the years. Today the two buildings stand, "as a jewel on 
Church Street" Mendell told the assembled. 

He recalled the charming story of working with 
professional museum conservators who volunteered 
their time to help the Society organize and prioritize the 
collections in the early 1990s. At that time, duplicate items 
were sold or donated to other museums. When Mendell 
shared with his elderly mother the work that was taking 
place, she told him about a cradle that her family had 
donated and from which 18 members of Mendells family 
including his great, great-great-grandfather had been 
rocked. She made it crystal clear that that cradle stay in 
Mattapoisett. The cradle had nearly slipped through the 
Society's hands much to Mendell' s horror, but can be 
found in the mezzanine of the church today.

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As he continued to recount the numerous 
improvements the Society has been able to complete, 
including priceless pieces of history and the buildings 
that house them, none stands more "priceless'' than the 
careful fiduciary oversight he proudly spoke of. Mendell 
gave detailed information on the financial health then and 
now of the Society, the importance of ongoing fundraising 
efforts and now, the establishment of an endowment to 
pay for a full-time curator. The Society's board decided 
to name the endowment that will ensure professional 
management of the collections and outreach programs 
into the future the Mendell Endowment for the Curator. 
As noted in the annual meeting program: "The fund will 
be established to honor both Charles and Seth Mendell in 
appreciation for their work at the Mattapoisett Historical 
Society and their dedication to preserving Mattapoisett 
history. The Board of the Historical Society will initiate 
a 5-year Capital Campaign to fund the endowment. The 
endowment will be used to fund the work of the Curator 
in order to sustain and grow the Society for future 
generations." 

But Mendell's work is not done. He said that 
since he has given no less than 20 lectures on local history 
over the years, he will be writing a book using those 
lectures as resource material. That publication will cover 
everything from shipbuilding, to the canal's impact on the 
South Coast. Another writing project is on the subject of

wife, Sally, could fly out and meet me, and we could visit 
Todd and Cathy. It just evolved into a exciting plan." He 
completed the trip in 10 days in July. 

Hunsdorfer took the northern route making his 
way to New York state, through Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
into Illinois, over to Wisconsin, up to Minnesota across 
South Dakota to Wyoming, onto Montana, through Idaho 
and into Washington.

rain on the day he departed. He stopped along the way 
to see Mount Rushmore, Yellowstone National Park, the 
Badlands, and explored local towns. He rode from 300 to 
500 miles each day. "I got approximately 50 miles to the 
gallon and had a six gallon tank,'' he said. 

Prior to leaving, Hunsdorfer bought a National 
Parks Pass, which costs $10 for those 62 years and older. 
He used it multiple times, once carefully avoiding 
buffalo in the road in Yellowstone. "Yd use Google maps 
on my smart phone to plan the next day and locate a 
campground. There are many more campsites after 
you pass Chicago, they seem to have a more outdoorsy 
attitude and camping and being outside is more of a 
lifestyle out there than it is here in New England.'' 

In time, he and his wife plan to sell their home 
and travel. "There is so much to see, do, and experience, 
and it would be fun to go into an area and see more of the 
national parks and explore the country," he said. For now, 
he is back at work, and he and Sally are reviewing their 
bucket lists for future adventures.

"Anecdotally, we know that it will save a lot of 
time, save a lot of money, and save a lot of effort,'' Marean 
said. ''But I would have to say more than that to secure 
the grant.

water, roadways, and more, but that Marion could use a 
potential grant to ''enhance those layers of information 
that are already available to us in maps to get custom 
programming based on what the town wants/' 

Marean added that Rochester is "very interested 
in collaborating" with Marion on GIS acquisition and use, 
while she has heard that "Mattapoisett is looking for a 
more complex system." She said that training and licenses 
alone could cost upward of $25,000. 

The application deadline for the GIS grant is 
November 20. Marean said that she is seeking a "list of 
the people I should talk to" in terms of focusing Marion's 
needs to inform her grant proposal. Marean said that 
Building Commissioner Scott Shippey has been "very 
vocal about how a GIS system would greatly enhance his 
ability to do his job." 

The Selectmen advised Marean to speak with the 
Conservation Commission, the Planning Board, the Police 
and Fire departments, and, most urgently, John Rockwell, 
who is fluent in GIS software and an expert on Marion 
land use issues. Town Administrator Paul Dawson said 
he would invite Rockwell to the Board's next meeting to 
discuss the grant. 

Later in the meeting, during his report, Dawson 
updated the Selectmen on the town's plans to bid out 
private ambulance services for the town, "strictly to get 
pricing and be prepared" pending a fall Town Meeting 
vote on Marion's EMS budget. He also noted that the

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town's bylaws regarding the regulations surrounding 
farm stands and roadside stands within the town. 

The definition for a ''Roadside Stand" now reads 
as "an accessory structure for the sale of articles grown or 
produced in the Town of Rochester," and the definition 
for a "Farm Stand" added language that states it's greater 
than 80 square feet in floor area. 

According to the Board, there was some 
confusion as to the regulation of farm stands. The current 
law states that a stand cannot sell more than 25 percent 
of its sales from out-of-state products. The changes 
specifically take the word "volume" out of the bylaw, and 
would use a dollar-based percentage as the only way to 
measure the percentage of sales. Basically, it would just

simplify the way they keep track of how much they sell 
by using money instead of volume sold. 

If someone were to sell more than a 25 percent 
worth of their revenue from out-of-state products, they 
would no longer qualify as a farm stand. 

"The goal is to eliminate things that would be 
ambiguous [based on the definition]/' said Ben Bailey of 
the Board. 

Planning Chairman Arnold Johnson said that he 
hoped the change would help promote local agriculture 
within the town. 

Amendment 4: Would clean up language 
involved in section of bylaws regarding Site Plan 
Review Applications and Site Plan Review Fees. Also 
allows Rochester the ability to charge applicants for 
administrative staff time. 

Amendment 5: Would clean up language 
involving the filing of Site Plan Approval Application. 
Also adds section regarding incomplete applications 
to protect against potential litigation involving denied 
applicants. 

Amendment 6: Fixes language mistakenly left 
out of prior year's flood plain map. ''This particular 
article will correct that problem," said Laurell Farinon, 
the town's Conservation Agent. "This language was 
erroneously deleted. It's exactly the same as it was 
[initially]." 

While some Massachusetts cities and towns 
have chosen to put the medical marijuana issue on the 
back burner, it seems that Rochester is planning for the 
inevitable future of its presence within the state. 

"In this state, we cannot, as a town, ban them," 
Johnson said. "We can take a proactive stance as to where 
they can be located and set some reasonable parameters 
on them."

The Board initially proposed a moratorium on 
potential marijuana-related businesses in town when the 
vote to legalize it medicinally went through last year, but 
as more legislation came out from the state, the Board 
decided to conform to their recommendations. 

Johnson said the Planning Board and the town of 
Rochester would borrow literature from zoning bylaws 
for the adult entertainment district in town, which would 
limit them to industrially zoned locations, of which there 
are few in Rochester. 

"This is where our board feels it would have the 
least amount of impact within the town," Johnson said. 
"There is land out there that's undeveloped. It's kind of 
on the outskirts of town, so you're not bringing it into the 
town. In that particular area, if the bylaw gets adopted at 
town meeting, the applicant would have a use by right 
there." 

Johnson added that this is not something the 
group is too familiar with and that they'll continue to 
take the process step by step as to getting the bylaws 
implemented correctly. 

Coinciding with the news that Rochester would 
be going forward with the bylaw amendments was news 
that C.A.L.M. (Center for Alternative Life Medicine) of 
New Bedford was looking into Rochester as a potential 
location for a "retail center," according to Jesse Pitts, a 
representative for C.A.L.M.

comprise the subcommittee, and were joined by Energy 
Management Committee member Jennifer Francis in an 
unofficial capacity 

The Solar Bylaw passed in part during annual 
Town Meeting in May when voters approved a municipal 
solar overlay district allowing for a community solar 
garden at the defunct town landfill. The portion of the 
bylaw regulating residential installations, meanwhile, 
narrowly failed by a handful of votes, as the Planning 
Board registered its opposition to it on the floor. 

However, in the months since, the Planning Board 
and the EMC have reached a compromise when it comes 
to the special permit process for residential installations, 
and the groups have already decided that they will jointly 
recommend that segment of the revised bylaw at fall 
Town Meeting. 

Currently, the last remaining hurdle is how the 
Planning Board will handle the Solar Bylaw's language 
regarding the regulation of solar farms in residential 
areas. A vast majority - upward of 97 percent - of Marion 
is zoned residential. Currently, the bylaw allows solar 
farms provided conditions are met. But the Planning 
Board is split on this portion of the bylaw: Some members 
oppose solar farms in residential areas altogether; 
others are lukewarm, preferring an overlay system to be 
determined; and still others are in favor. 

In turn, the subcommittee is attempting to 
hammer out a resolution on solar farms in residential

areas. The Planning Board is working with three paths: 
the unlikeliest is a nuclear option to reject the Solar Bylaw 
in toto; another is to recommend the bylaw as is; and 
the third is to advise Town Meeting voters to amend the 
bylaw on the floor by removing the solar farms provision 
and replacing it with an overlay system at annual Town 
Meeting in the spring. 

On Wednesday, Kokkins and Ferrari brought that 
debate into better focus by dividing up responsibilities: 
Kokkins will argue to the Planning Board that they should 
recommend amendment and removal at Town Meeting, 
while Ferrari will argue for recommendation of passage. 

"Personally, many people have told me that 
they are quite uncomfortable with having commercial 
operations of any kind in residential areas,'' said Kokkins, 
previewing his argument. ''The concept of an overlay is to 
provide some flexibility by not zoning on an inch by inch 
basis. This still shows the state that the town is in favor of 
progress." 

Ferrari was mum on the case he would make 
to his Planning Board colleagues, saying that the Solar 
Bylaw conundrum "wakes him up at 3 in the morning all 
of the time," but Francis was there to file an amicus brief, 
as it were. 

"Practically speaking, we're talking about maybe 
a handful of applications for solar farms in residential 
areas," Francis said. "You can evaluate these thing when 
they're applied for. It seems like a way more efficient use

''An overlay - whenever the town will actually 
come up with one - is going to exclude people who 
want and would otherwise be able to/' added Francis, 
lamenting the possibility of an overly onerous process.

recommendation in and of itself. 

"When we voted 4-3 to let the town decide, that 
was an indication to me that we're not prepared to issue 
a recommendation on this/' said Ferrari, referring to a 
recent full Planning Board meeting. "At this point, every 
person at Town Meeting needs to make up their own 
mind about what they want to do without our influence." 

Kokkins acknowledged Ferrari's point, but 
argued that the voters expected a recommendation. 

"I don't think that presenting just paths and 
the consequences of those paths wouldn't really be well 
received by the public," Kokkins said. "They are looking 
for, well, I can't say guidance -" 

"It is guidance," North interjected. 

By night's end, it was more evident than ever that 
the Subcommittee's - and, in turn, the Planning Board's 
- recommendation will be for voters to amend the Solar 
Bylaw on the floor of fall Town Meeting and eliminate the 
Solar Farm portion of the policy. This recommendation 
could include a provision to develop an overlay district 
for commercial solar farms in time for consideration at the 
annual Town Meeting in the spring. 

Kokkins and North agreed that the overlay 
districts would provide "zoning certainty," but Ferrari 
and Francis asserted that the language in the Solar Bylaw 
provides as much currently, and that complicating the 
process any further could alienate interested parties and 
place an undue burden on town government.

Officials Review Final Baywatch Plans 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Betsy Dunn might have captured what her 
fellow Zoning Board of Appeals members were thinking 
on Thursday night as they pored over final plans for 
Baywatch Realty Trust's 40B project off of Front Street. 

'T feel bad about it/' said Dunn, referring to the 
result of the long process - often adversarial and fraught 
with the looming threat of litigation - between the town 
of Marion and Baywatch. "But I gave it my all.''

and other specs provided by Baywatch. 

"Does anybody see anything grossly different 
than what we were told or what we asked them for?" 
asked Pierce. "I think they've done what they said they 
would do." 

The standout concern expressed by members is 
the location of the school bus stop for children living in 
the development. 

Elsewhere on the agenda, Marion resident Tad 
Wollenhaupt informed the board of his intent to purchase 
the former Jenney's Garage land on Point Road, which 
he plans to continue as a business in its pre-existing 
nonconforming capacity. Wollenhaupt is a general 
contractor who said he will "use the buildings as they 
stand" for storage and a light workshop between the 
hours of 8:00 am and 5:00 pm. He also said that he might 
potentially build a breeze way between structures. 

The property is just under an acre. Wollenhaupt 
said that the drywall, heating system, and doors have 
been replaced recently, and the site improvements he 
would take on would be limited to painting, windows, 
and repaving. He told the ZBA that he and his three 
employees would work at the facility, with little impact 
on traffic. 

While Wollenhaupt' s presentation was informal 
- he is also considering properties in Fairhaven and 
Dartmouth, but said he prefers Marion - the board 
responded favorably to his pitch. 
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''We would like to see these buildings utilized 
rather than torn down/' Pierce said. 



Wetlands Bylaws, Master Plan on Agenda 

Mattapoisett Open Space Committee 
By Marilou Newell 
"The wetlands are our most important open 
space!" Brad Hathaway made this statement during 
the monthly meeting of Mattapoisett' s Open Space 
Committee. The focus of the meeting was ongoing 
refinements to a drafted master plan, work that is 
required every five years in order for cities and towns to 
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petition the state for funding projects. 

The section covering "Environmental Problems" 
was up for the night's discussion and modifications. 
When the group came to the paragraphs outlining the 
impact of development on open space the following 
sentence generated several comments: "While many 
communities require construction setbacks to wetlands 
through a local Wetlands Protection bylaw, Mattapoisett 
does not." 

Hathaway opened with his well-honed statement, 
one that he has been stating and restating for the past 
48 years. He went on to say, 'T can't do this anymore 
. . . someone else is going to have to do this." He said 
that several years ago the Conservation Commission, 
chaired at that time by R. Tyler Macallister, drafted a 
set of wetland protection bylaws. Those were to have 
been brought to Town Meeting for public vote. For 
undetermined reasons, those bylaws have not been 
presented at Town Meeting to date. Hathaway conceded 
that that document was not perfect and left room for 
future modifications. However, he said that at least 
having a set of bylaws, ones that could have been used 
as a working document would have been better than 
nothing. 

Barry Denham spoke up, saying that the 
Conservation Commission works hard to protect 
wetlands but that oftentimes the applicant goes to 
the DEP and receives the green light for their project. 
Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold noted that if there 
were wetland protection bylaws then the DEP would 
have not jurisdiction, in their absence a DEP ruling holds. 

Earlier in the evening, Leidhold noted that the 
master plan brought together a number of agencies, 
committees, and commissions in town such as shell fish 
warden, herring superintendent, harbor master. Planning,

Cold Blooded, Starring Zoie Palmer and Ryan Robbins. 
Directed by Jason Lapeyre. Running time: 95 minutes. 
No MPAA rating. Available now on iTunes. 

The aptly-titled Cold Blooded is the first feature 
film directed by Jason Lapeyre; he made it before co-di- 
recting the terrific I Declare War (which I reviewed in these 
pages two issues ago; both are newly available on iTunes). 
Both films are tightly wrought meditations on violence, 
though Cold Blooded fits much more comfortably into a 
genre file drawer — it's a crime thriller, handled with 
what Hemingway called clean hands and composure, 
appealingly minimalist and sharing some DNA with the 
early work of John Carpenter. (The end-title music strong- 
ly recalls Carpenter's Escape from New York theme, and the 
premise tips its hat to Halloween II and Assault on Precinct 
13 while being worthier of the latter than Precinct 13' s 
own remake was.) Judging from Lapeyre' s two features 
thus far, Fd say we have yet another Canadian director to 
watch. Must be something in the water up there. 

The movie kicks off with a Reservoir Dogs vibe: 
thieves escaping from a diamond heist. It goes badly, and 
one of the thieves, Eddie Cordero (Ryan Robbins), is badly 
beaten and taken into custody. After better than two days 
of unconsciousness, Eddie wakes up in the hospital to 
find himself guarded by no-nonsense cop Frances Jane 
(Zoie Palmer). Before long, we discover that Frances isn't 
so much guarding against Eddie's escape as guarding 
him against heist colleagues who now want to kill him. 
They're both up against cobra-like Louis Holland (Wil- 
liam MacDonald), a top-flight sociopath who isn't above 
using surgical tools close to hand to obtain what he wants. 

Cold-Blooded is almost what Michael Douglas 
described in his recent Emmy speech as a two-hander — 
much of the movie is a contest of wills between Eddie, 
who's not as violent or as psychotic as the crew he ran 
with, and Frances, who insists on following the law even 
when it would seem to do her the least good. The Carpen- 



ter feeling continues in the performances of Palmer (who 
resembles the young Edie Falco) and Robbins, who have 
a gratifying ice-and-fire rapport. Lapeyre doesn't forget 
about the other characters, though; we spend a bit of time 
with two separately terrified men — a doctor (Husein 
Madhavji) and the diamond-store clerk coerced into facili- 
tating the heist (Sergio Di Zio) — who of course end up 
paired off, each nattering about protecting their families. 

There's a bit of grisliness early on, unrevealed by 
me, that's a gift that keeps on giving — it raises the stakes, 
puts a ticking clock on the proceedings, and provides 
several queasily absurdist moments. (Admirably played 
straight by one and all.) It also signals that all bets are off, 
since we don't expect to see such a game-changing event 
so soon in a narrative. It informs everything that follows, 
and, though bloody, it isn't leered at or even shown in 
much detail. Jason Lapeyre used to write for the excel- 
lent Canadian horror magazine Rue Morgue, but he isn't 
a gorehound; covering movies that treated violence as a 
meaningless game and movies in which violence actually 
meant something may have shown him which way to go. 
Cold Blooded may depict cold-bloodedness, but its own 
blood is warm and vital, without succumbing to unearned 
sentimentality or emotion (Eddie and Frances don't be- 
come best friends or something). 

The filmmaking is remarkably clear-eyed and 
economical. The first images, almost still photos, suggest 
snapshots of what happened and why it went wrong. 
Every edit and line of dialogue have a purpose: not for 
nothing do I compare Cold Blooded to early Carpenter, who 
never let plot get in the way of the story. We like Frances 
and even sleazy Eddie, they get put in a bad situation, 
and we watch them trying to think their way out of it. 
You could probably count the number of gunshots on 
the fingers of one hand, have enough fingers to count the 
number of cliches, and still have a pinky left over. Lap- 
eyre's one concession to visuals over logic is the heroine's 
iconically bloody face, which maybe could' ve been wiped 
clean sooner, but nobody's thinking much about skin 
care under the circumstances, and it fits in with Lapeyre' s 
concerns running through both I Declare War and Cold 
Blooded: blood is sticky and messy, and having it there on 
the heroine's cheek is a constant reminder.

the self-assessment process, as well as staff members, 
program participants, volunteers, and town officials.
